BYU receives more transfer stu- 
dents from Ricks College than from 
any other school, administrators say. 
Between 700 to 800 students from the 
Idaho school attend BYU each semes- 
ter. 

The new policy says that any stu- 
dent who has graduated from Ricks 
College with an associate’s degree 
will have automatically completed all 
BYU general education requirements, 
with the exception of advanced writ- 
ing, mathematics or foreign language 
requirements. BYU health and physi- 
cal fitness requirements will also be 
considered completed. 

Administrators hope to finalize sim- 
ilar agreements with other Utah col- 
leges. . 

“My. goal is to have all these done 
by fall semester, but I can’t guarantee 
anything. The other institutions have 
a say on all this, too,’ Tanner said. “I 
firmly believe it will all come about.” 

The decision between BYU and 
Ricks College is official, and students 
could change their schedules to elimi- 
nate general education classes they 
don’t need. But Tanner said transfer 
students from other schools shouldn’t 
make many changes until negotiations 


“are finished. 


Transfer students from Ricks 
College say they are happy with the 
change, but some who won’t benefit 
say it is long in coming. 

“Tt should Lave.been done much ear- 
lier,” said Kelvin Brock, 24, from 
Goldsboro, N.C. Brock has already 
taken most of the general education 
classes he needed. 


19th-ranked Cougars 


to battle the Lobos 
in *93 season opener

BYU will open the 1993 season in 
an unusually electric atmosphere in 
Albuquerque, N.M., against the 
University of New Mexico. As the 
Cougars enter the Lobos’ lair Saturday 
night, 30,646 supposedly rabid fans 
will be there waiting anxiously. 

For the first time, 
University Stadium fF 
will be sold out for 
the 6 p.m. show-} 
down. The question | 
is, why? 

Sure, the No. 19- 
ranked Cougars are 
four-time defending 
WAC champs and, 
yes, the state of New 
Mexico would gladly 
go back to being a 
part of old Mexico 
(UNM actually had 
‘teams competing in 
athletics even before } 
the state was admit- 
ted to the Union) in 
exchange for a win 
over BYU (some- § 
thing that’s only hap- 
pened once since 
1972), but seeing as how the Lobos 
were picked to finish ninth in the 
WAC, what’s there to be excited 
about? 

Apparently, Lobo fever is running 
rampant in Albuquerque. Not only 
will their place will be packed, the 
university is in the process of expand- 
ing the stadium to, eventually, 60,000 
seats. 

But New Mexico also has a promis- 
ing new coach and some young, out- 
standing players. 

“We're a better football team than 
we were at any time last season,” said 
Dennis Franchione, 42, in his second 
year as the Lobo mentor. And he 
wants his program to get stronger, lit- 
erally and figuratively, in 1993. 

New Mexico has enhanced its 
weight room and athletic facility in 
the last year, and Franchione hopes it 
will produce results. “As coaches, we 
realized the deficiency in team 
strength,” he said. “When things hap- 
pened out on the field, it was easy to 
point out why they happened. The 
players understand that getting 
stronger is a focal point of our pro- 
gram. We have made great strides.” 


WINSLOW OLIVER 


Last year, the Lobos weren’t as bad 
as their 3-8 record would indicate. In 
fact, they lost five games by a total of 
18 points. They did lose to BYU, 
however, 35-0, in Provo in 1992. 

“T have a lot of respect for them,” 
said Cougar coach LaVell Edwards. “I 
was impressed with them last year 
when they fought and clawed even 
though they were overmatched. I 
knew it was going 
to be a matter of 
time before they 
came around, and 
we are concerned 
about that.” 

The Cougars will 
have to be con- 
cerned with a cou- 
ple of Lobo players 
in particular. Junior 
Stoney Case is 
building a case for 
being one of the 
WAC’s top quarter- 
backs. 

He’s only the sec- 
ond in UNM histo- 
ry to pass for 2,000 
yards and rush for 
250 yards in a sea- 
son. The 6-3, 194 
pound junior fin- 
ished 18th nationally in total offense, 
with a 232.6 yard-per-game average. 

And there’s sophomore running back 
Winslow Oliver, who became the 30th 
freshman in NCAA history to rush for 
1,000 yards. The 5-7, 169 pound 
Houston, Texas, native was the WAC 
Freshman of the Year last season, 
rushing for 1,063 yards in just 10 
games. He ran for 130 yards against 
the Cougars last season. Oliver fin- 
ished with more yards than any fresh- 
man in the nation, and ended up 18th 
nationally. Could he be the WAC’s 
next Marshall Faulk? 

New Mexico’s strength is its 


offense. The Lobos’ offense usually: 


uses three receivers and a single run- 
ning back formation. 

“T expect them to mix it up a lot with 
the running and passing game,” 
Cougar cornerback Patrick Mitchell 
said. 

“We have a lot more confidence 
right now,” senior Lobo wide receiver 
Carl Winston said. “A lot of guys 
can’t wait to get the season started.

One BYU student is spending 
$1,700 just to let medical schools 
know. his name. If .any.of the 
schools want a face with the name 
he will have to shell out even more 
money for transportation to inter- 
views. 

Some students spend anywhere 
from $4,000 to $6,000 just to apply 
to medical school, said Todd 
Seymour, a student adviser at the 
Health Professions Advisement 
Center. 

The main expenses are split into 
four categories. 

@$145 to take the MCAT 

@$200 for a primary application to 
the American Medical College 
Application Service (AMCAS) 
which sends the application to an 
average of 10 schools. The more 
schools a student wants to apply to, 
the more money it takes. 

@$50 to $80 for supplementary 
applications to each of the schools 
that received the AMCAS and want 
more information. 

®Travel expenses to interviews, 
which all medical schools require, 
can range from $10 for gas to Salt 
Lake to $500 for each round-trip 
ticket. 

Students can get a fee waiver for 
the AMCAS if in financial need but 
it is more difficult than getting a 
Pell Grant. 


This year many students are’ 
spending more money to apply to 
more schools because of the 
increase in applicants to medical 
schools nationally. 

Jeremy Johnson, a zoology major 
from Bellview, Wash., is applying 
to 24 schools. “It’s my future so I’m 
willing to invest as much as it 
takes.” 

Most students apply to 10 to 12 
schools but the record is 36, 
Seymour said. 

Applying to medical school is 
more expensive than applying to . 
other graduate schools because most 
of them do not require. an interview, 
Seymour said. 

Students applying to graduate pro- 
grams in English pay an average of 
$50 for each application and most 
only apply to two or three programs, 
said Joyce Baggerly, English gradu- 
ate secretary. 

She said most schools do not 
require interviews and she has never 
heard of anyone paying anywhere 
near the thousands of dollars it 
could take to apply to medical 
school. English graduates do not 
make enough money to pay high 
application fees, she said. 

Law school application fees aver- 
age $30 to $50 and the LSAT costs 
an average of $175 depending on 
how many schools a student sends 
the scores to, said Lola Wilcock, 
BYU law school admissions officer. 


Y, other graduates finding 
more med school doors closed

Sean Skelton is using his BYU 
degree in psychology to work as an 
intake and evaluator specialist at 
Utah Valley Regional Medical 
Center, but he would rather be in 
medical school. 

After applying late and not getting 
in this year, Skelton says he’s not 
taking any chances, especially with 
so many students applying to med- 
ical school. This year he is applying 
early and to 24 schools. 

With the increased national inter- 
est in medicine, BYU students are 
finding it more difficult to get into a 
médical school. 

In 1990, 74 percent of the BYU 
students who applied for med 
school got in. 

In 1992 that number fell to 55 per- 
cent and this year that number may 
drop below 50 percent for the first 
time in 15 years, said Todd 
Seymour, student adviser of the 
Health Professions Advisement 
Center. The 1993 statistics will not 
be known until November. 

Even with a 20 percent drop, 
BYU’s average is still above the 
national average of 47 percent 


accepted, Seymour said. 

Don Bloxham, supervisor of the 
HPAC, advises pre-med students to 
choose a major they would be able 
to use if they don’t get into medical 
school. 

Students’ original career planing 
should take into account that they 
might not get in, Bloxham said. 

He said if students do not get in 
the first year, are not asked to inter- 
view and have both a low GPA and 
low MCAT scores, they should 
probably not apply a second year 
and instead look at an alternate 
career choice. 

Students with low GPAs who do 
not get in are advised to begin work 
on a master’s degree and take addi- 
tional science courses. Bloxham 
said he does not advise students to 
take more classes as an undergradu- 
ate because timely graduation is 
stressed. 

Students with high GPAs but low 
MCAT scores who do not get in 
should prepare for the MCAT and 
take it over, Bloxham said. 

; “With so many people trying to 
get in, students who are marginal 
academically have a marginal 
chance to get in,” Bloxham said.

U.S. backs Muslim territory demands 


WASHINGTON — The Clinton administration on Thursday backed Bosnian 
Muslim negotiating demands for a larger slice of territory and threatened air 
Strikes if Serbs and Croats resumed offensives against key cities. 
- ‘“First I would remind you that the NATO military option is very much alive,” 
. President Clinton said. 
He tied his threat to any resumption of Serb shelline of Sarajeva, the besieged 
Bosnian capital, or interference with relief supplies now that peace talks have 
broken down. 


The State Department broadened the threat to include any new Croat drive 


against Muslims in Mostar. 

The aim was to deter renewed aggression even while prodding Serb and Croat 
negotiators to sweeten their offer to end the 17-month war in Bosnia- 
Herzegovina. 

It was rejected by Bosnian President Alija Izetbegovic as inadequate to guar- 
antee his country’s survival and the talks in Geneva, Switzerland, collapsed 
Wednesday night. 


17-year-old sentenced for ice cream theft 


THOMASTON, Ga. — Dehundra Caldwell was an acclaimed student, and he 
was eager to return to high school for his junior year. Instead, on the day class- 
es started the 17-year-old was sentenced to three years in jai!. 

He had pleaded guilty to breaking into a school and stealing a box of ice 
cream bars. 

Wednesday night, after the NAACP and an organization of black lawyers 
complained and Caldwell denied that he committed the crime, the black teen- 
ager was freed temporarily while the judge, who ts white, reconsiders the sen- 
tence. 

In an interview from jail Wednesday before he was freed, Caldwell said a 
police officer twisted his statement and made it into a confession. But Caldwell 
signed it. “I thought he wrote down everything I said. I didn’t think there was 
any need to read it,” he said. 


High-tech sky search for Aidid continues 


MOGADISHU, Somalia — The U.S. Navy P-2 Orion drones high over 
Mogadishu, tracing a precise pattern through the sky in a high-tech search for 
one man in a million. 

The mission 1s specific: Find Gen. Mohamed Farrah Aidid, the elusive Somali 
warlord accused by the United Nations of masterminding dozens of attacks on 
U.N. personnel. Four Americans and 24 Pakistanis are among the casualties. 

From its position nearly a mile high, the Orion could count the hairs on 
Aidid’s balding head. But to find him, the Orion and a clutch of high-tech heli- 
copters with similar capabilities will also need luck. 

The search involves scanning a city that the fugitive knows like the back of 
his hand and where many of its one million residents support him. 

“Aidid appears to leave little trace of a signature and that is a challenge even 
with our technology,” said Maj. David Stockwell, a spokesman for the military 

- side of the U.N. operation.

SALT LAKE CITY — A 17-year-old gang member was arrested early 
- Thursday following the shooting death of another teen-ager during a gang-relat- 
ed confrontation at the Triad Center. 

Aaron Chapman, also 17, of Salt Lake County was shot once in the chest with 
a .22-caliber handgun at 11:15 p.m. Wednesday after a concert at the Triad 
Amphitheater, said Police Lt. Marty Vuyk. 

He said Chapman and some friends had been leaving the center’s parking lot 
in their cars and passed several teen-aged gang members who were on foot, 
Vuyk said. 

Words were exchanged, and Chapman and his friends got out iE their cars and 
starting fighting with the other teen-agers, the lieutenant said.

Geneva Steel workers relent, 
but contention far from over

A new contract for Geneva Steel 
workers was ratified by a narrow vote 
Wednesday, but the contention is far 
from over, said Pete Kropf, local 
union president. 

The close vote, 55 percent to 45 per- 
cent, will “cause some immediate 
problems over the next week,” Kropf 
said. 

The members who voted against the 
18-month contract are “highly upset” 
that the group did not stick together, 
he said. 

“They thought the membership 
wanted to challenge Joe Cannon 
(Geneva’s chairman),” he said. “We 
really felt it would be voted down.” 

Even those who voted to ratify the 
contract were not entirely pleased 
with the agreement, but were con- 
cerned with the ramifications of a 
strike, he said. 

“T had several wives of workers call 
me and tell me they felt bad they told 
their husbands to vote yes ... one had 
eight children and couldn’t afford a 
strike,” Kropf said. 

“They aren’t really satisfied, but 
they are not prepared for a strike ... 
some said they would strike in 18 
months if they had to.” 

Feelings between Geneva and the 
steelworkers are also strained, Kropf 
said. 

Dennis Wanlass, Geneva’s chief 
financial officer, agreed that the com- 
pany and the workers are not on 
friendly terms. 

“You are always going to see hostil- 
ity in an organization of this size,” 
Wanlass said. “We have some work 
to do and we are committed to 
improving relations.” 

Geneva and union representatives 
will meet Tuesday to discuss the com- 
pany’s morale. 

The new contract will give employ- 
ees an immediate 25-cent per hour 
increase and another |5-cent increase 
a year from now. The steelworkers 
had asked for a $1.45 per hour wage 


_increase over the next three years, 


while the company offered a 50-cent 
raise over four years and an incentive 
plan that would give workers a 33 
cent or more increase. 

The incentive plan, or Performance 
Dividend Plan, is also part of the con- 
tract and rewards workers for high

“Chrysler is in good harids now and 
has an outstanding future,” Iacocca 
said. “(Chairman) Bob Eaton heads 
the best management team in the 
I have every confidence 
in their continued success.”

America’s love affair with dinosaurs 
ached a fevered pitch this summer 
ith the release of “Jurassic Park,” 
it this increased curiosity may be 
ifficult to satisfy at BYU’s Earth 
rience Museum, despite its world- 
ass collection of fossils. 

The Earth Science Museum’s 
irassic dinosaur collection is one of 
he top five in the world and the 
rgest in North America, but only 5 
rcent of the collection is on display. 
Ine museum lacks the funds it needs 
» prepare the remaining 125 tons of 
yssils which lie beneath Cougar 
tadium, and the space it needs to dis- 
lay them. It is struggling just to, 
paintain what it has. 

BYU has a real ‘Jurassic Park,’” 
hid Paul Sereno, the University of 
‘hicago paleontologist credited with 
nearthing the oldest known dinosaur 
keleton. “The bones should be pre- 
lared and displayed.” 

“We’re like the poor, married couple 
tving from month to month,” said 
oe Andersen, program director of 
e BYU Earth Science Museum. 
Provo is thinking about acquiring 
he old Brigham Young Academy and 
onverting it into a museum that 
vould house and display the fossils 
vhich are now in storage. 

The potential of the proposed 
\cademy Dinosaur Center has. been 
-ompared to the Tyrell Museum of 
Paleontology in Drumheller, Alberta. 
Museum visitors spend approximately 
518 million in Alberta annually. 

BYU spokesman Brent Harker said 
he Earth Science Museum, like all 
3YU museums, is not on the 
Jniversity’s funding list»because “it’s 
hot considered central to the educa- 
ional mission of the University.” 
“One of our goals is science educa- 
‘ion and we feel there is no better way 
than through dinosaurs, but to fulfill 
that role we need more support,” 
Andersen said. 

Despite the fact that most of the 
BYU museum’s collection remains 
stored away, the museum has drawn 
significant amounts of national media 
attention. From January 1991 to the 
end of June 1993 the Earth Science 
Museum appeared in at least 110 
newspaper articles across the country, 
reaching an estimated 29,324,840 
people. 

Articles and photographs about the 
Earth Science Museum have also

Oregon’s largest city is losing its 
baseball team to Salt Lake City. 

“It’s a minor tragedy, especially 
on a night like this,” said fan 
Doug Hagen as he sat with his son 
and nephew on a warm, moonlit 
evening during the team’s final 
regular-season home stand. 

The Portland Beavers, charter 
members of the Pacific Coast 
League in 1903 and the top farm 
club of the Minnesota Twins, are 
moving to Salt Lake City next 
season. 

Not many people seem to care. 
Average attendance at the 23,000- 
seat Civic Stadium has been just 
under 2,900, and that figure is 
inflated by the few big crowds 
that have shown up on nights 
when tickets are given away. 

“Portland,” Hagen said, “is not a 
baseball town.” 

It was not always so. 

Capacity crowds were common 
at the old Vaughn Street park in 
the PCL’s golden era of the 1930s 
and ‘40s, before the Major 
Leagues moved to the West Coast. 

In 1947, Portland drew 421,000 
people to its home games. This 
year, attendance will total slightly 
more than 180,000. 

The team shifted to Civic 
Stadium in 1956 and later became 
the Class AAA farm team of 
Cleveland, then Pittsburgh, 
Philadelphia and Minnesota.

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Hall is fulfilling dream 
by playing for Cougars

As a high school senior in Texas, 
Nathan Hall had other offers, and he 
surprised people when he accepted a 
scholarship to 
play football 
at Ricks 
College. 

But Hall 
had a plan. 
He wanted to 
play football 
at BYU. And 
BYU defen- 
sive coordi- 
nator Ken 
Schmidt 
wanted him. 

Trouble 
was, Hall needed a few years to 
develop and Schmidt’s Cougar line-

. backing corps needed immediate help. 


“We were interested, alright,” 
‘Schmidt recalls, “but he (Hall) wasn’t 
quite big enough.” 

So Schmidt got.on the phone with 
his friend and former assistant, Ron 
Haun, who had succeeded him as 
head coach at Ricks in 1982 when 
Schmidt left Rexburg to come to 
Provo. 

“We wanted to give Nathan a 
chance to grow some, and get some 
playing experience,” Schmidt says. 
“We thought he’d get that chance at 
Ricks.” 

On Schmidt recommendation, Haun 
offered Hall a scholarship, and, with 
BYU firmly in mind, Hall accepted. 

“I wanted to play at BYU,” Hall 
says. “Coach Schmidt told me to go 
to Ricks and prove myself. I took that 
as a challenge.” ; 

It was a challenge he lived up to. 
After serving an LDS mission to San 
Jose, California, Hall became a starter 
for Ricks in 1990 and was elected 
most valuable defensive player of the 
competetive Western States Football 
League the following season. 

“Yeah, I guess he proved himself,” 


Schmidt smiles. 
’ After the 1991 season, there was no 
question about Hall’s future with the 


Cougars. He started every game for 


BYU last year and led the team in 
quarterback hurries (forcing the quar- 
terback to throw the ball away to 
avoid a sack) with 16. 

“Nathan has made himself into a 
complete football player,” Schmidt 
says. “He’s a total package. He can 
run; he has 4.5 speed in the 40. He’s 
real physical, he’s a good cover guy 
and he runs to the ball. I love to send 
him on the blitz.” 

Hall figures heavily into Schmidt’s 
plans again this year. Playing on the 
left side, alongside defensive tackle 
Randy Brock, Hall says he’ll continue 
to make opposing quarterbacks ner- 
vous, even if he doesn’t get many 
sacks, 

“Most quarterbacks are right-hand- 
ed, so when I come off the left side, 
they see me coming and they throw it 
away,” Hall points out. 

Fans and opponents alike are often 
surprised to learn that Hall is a diabet- 
ic and must regulate his body chem- 
istry with daily insulin shots. It’s one 
more mountain he’s had to climb. 

“T have to be careful,” Hall says, 
“but if I am, it doesn’t keep me from 
doing anything out there.” 

Schmidt was aware of the diabetes 
before Hall arrived at BYU, and he 
said it has never been a problem. 

“He takes good care of himself,” 
Schmidt says. “He understands his 
body and we listen to him. He knows 
when he needs to rest.” 

During tough games, Schmidt is 
careful to give Hall a rest during the 
second and third quarters, “so that he 
still has something left at the end.” 

Hall’s biggest adjustment to BYU, 
he says, has been the overall speed of 
the game. 

“The schemes are more complex 
here,” he says, “and the game is 
much, much faster. There are no 
slouchs at this level. Every opponent 
you play is good.”

The bankrupt Seven Peaks Resort 
Hotel has been sold for $6.1 million 
to a Minnesota hotel management 
company and the principals of Utah- 
based WordPerfect Corp. 

Kahler Corp. of Rochester, Minn., 
and BAT Investments of Orem on 
Tuesday paid cash to Utah 
Department of Insurance officials for 
the hotel, finalizing a deal approved 
July 26 by U.S. Bankruptcy Judge 
Glen E. Clark. 

State insurance officials say they 
also expect to sell the golf course and 
water park in the next few weeks to 
help pay claims. Dozens of investors 
have submitted bids for the two 
assets, and officials are determining 
which bid to accept. 

Brett Johnson, the new general man- 
ager who took over Wednesday, said 
Kahler Corp. will manage the hotel. 
He was unsure if BAT Investments 
would manage it also. 

“We don’t plan on making any 
major changes as far as staff goes; 
things will pretty much stay the 
same,” Johnson said. “We are, how- 
ever, working to improve the proper- 
ty ” 


Shannon Mattson, executive assis- 
tant, echoed Johnson. “Not much has 
changed, just the owners, the manage- 
ment and the name,” she said. 

Kahler Corp. owns several major 
hotels in the Midwest and did about 
$103 million in sales last year. It also 
owns the Hilton Hotel and University 
Park Hotel in Salt Lake City, the 
Olympia Hotel in Park City, the 
Ogden Park Hotel in Ogden and the 
Boise Park Hotel in Boise. 

Seven Peaks Hotel was previously 
owned by Victor Borcherds. 
Insurance officials will use the money 
to pay claims filed against Southern 
American Insurance, which also was 
formerly owned by Borcherds.
